TheCurrent State of Legal Proceedhigs 

Lawyers for the prisoners won a major case before the U.S. Supreme Court in June 2004, which 

allowed all prisoners at Guantaaamo Bay to petition for their release. 

Some pfrisoners at Guantananio Bay (but probably only a very small number^ perhaps 20) will 

eventually be charged and provided military lawyers. To date, 15 prisoners at Guatitanamo Bay 

have been designated for prosecution, but only four (an Australian, a Sudanese, and two 

Yemenis) have actually been charged. The U.S. Government currently intends to keep the rest 

without trial, until such time as the government chooses to release them. The lawyers, however, 

seek ta| force^either a trial or release for everyone.
